The British Goversiment has annoiueed 
ity intontion to follow the example 0 of 
America by devoting to Chinese education. 
the sharo of tho Boxer indemnity which, ix 
stil! due to us. But so far the mutiner 
in which the money is to be apoent has 
nat been rlecided. Many different schemes 
have been suggested, most of which would 
But if the Sreatest porsi- 
ble benefit is to be obtained there is need 
of some care lest’ serious mistakes should 
be “made, 

Tho American Governnient, L believe,

Young Chitin, asa result, is.predominant.

Civil Service. The Anglo-Chinese business 
community hay been won over! to the 
American plan by observing tho advantages 
which it has brought to. America’ But it 
will. not bring equal advantages ‘to us if 
the commercial motive is too prominent. 
The way in which the money ia spent must 


meet with the approval of Chincso, ‘educa- 


tionsty if it ig to win us tho goodwill 
without which ‘we shall net gain much. 
! For this reason, among others, it is 
desirable that: schemes for spetidings the 
money shoul) be drawn. up by ‘a, joing 
committees of English and Chinese. The 
Chinese representatives should be eduen- 
tionists, appointed by Chinese universitics 
and other institutions for advanced cduca- 
tion, The sum involved is uot-sufficient to 
produce any effect unlesy it ig concentrated 
on higher education; and in any case there 
ts need of 2 considerable extension of 
higher education in China bofore element- 
ary education can bo undertaken on any 
large-senle. Tho cuthusiasm for higher 
education in China js immense, and there 
is w very, good spirit in the modern uni- 
versities under Chinese management. But 
their work is rendered almost impossible 
by Inck of funds, an evil which is not 
likely to be remedied while the present

‘ THE BEST’ BRITISH ADVICE. 

In scekiug British advice the’ Gorern- 
ment will naturally’turn to those who 
know China, Broadly . speaking, these 


may be divided into three classes; business’

|THE _BANDIT OUTRAGE IN 


SHANTUNG. 


VIVID TALE OF OF MR." “LEURBAS' 
CAPTU RE AND LUCKY ESCAPE. 


An amasing necount ofthe attack of 
the bandits upon the Tientsin-Pukow 
railway line’ wag told ‘by Mr. Lloyd 
Lehrbay of the Ching Press, who arrived 
from Nanking after having made a most 
dramatic ¢scapo From his captors. When 
seen by. a representative of the Vorth- 
China Daily Nets, on carrival Mr, 
Lehrbas was still wearing his grey 
troustrs) and coat over his pyjamas in 
which: he '‘mady his eeape, He appeared 
in ‘good health and little the worse for 
his experiences. Mr. Tehrbas tol the 
following ‘story: | 

“ Twas awnkened by our train seule 
with a-sudden jolt, Looking out of the 
window I could see nothing. but heard 
the spitting of riflé bullets, fired at no 
great distance, The theught cime tome 
that ww were being attacked by bandits, 
heeauge just before retiring for the night, 
we had been talking, about bandits in the 
i smoking compartment, rs 
(“1 hurriedly doaned a ‘pair of trou: rs 
and cont over my pyjamas, nnd, grabbed 
my automutic pistol out of my travelling 
bag which was lying open near the head 
of. my berth, I knew: then that. the

kthe women forward, followed and inter. | 
spersed with ‘rifle: shots. 

“While Iwas wondering what to do, 
both the windows of my compartment

dived’ under my berth thinking’ that was 
the sitfest place, and believed, that i 
might remain hidden. + 

A few moments later the door of my 
room.was crashed in’.and’a man entered 
with’ i musket.
